Rev. Elizabeth Dilley serves as Minister for Ministers in Local Churches on 
the Ministerial Excellence, Support and Authorization (MESA) ministry team 
in Local Church Ministries at the UCC national offices in Cleveland. In this 
work, she partners with conferences and associations to uphold the 
covenants of mutual accountability with authorized ministers working in local 
churches. Prior to this, she served for nine years at First Congregational 
United Church of Christ, Red Oak - a small, thriving. Open and Affirming 
congregation in rural Iowa. She received her M.Div. from Pacific School of 
Religion and her B.S. in Educational Theatre from New York University 
Elizabeth and her spouse, Paul Richardson, have a preschool-aged 
daughter and they are the humans to two (crazy) dogs.

Rev. Denise A. Bell was called in March 2014 to serve as Regional Minister 
and CEO of The Christian Church in Georgia by the 66 DOC churches 
represented in Georgia. She was commissioned as a Jr. Lieutenant in the 
United States Navy as a Chaplain Candidate, where she spent one year in 
service. She has served Mallory Avenue Christian Church (DOC) in Portland, 
Oregon, Mississippi Boulevard Christian Church (DOC), and Heritage 
Fellowship Church in Reston, Virginia. Rev. Bell holds a Master of Divinity 
degree from Denver Theological Seminary Denver, Colorado and is now 
working on her PhD in Organizational Leadership from Eastern University St. 
David, Pennsylvania. Her dissertation topic focuses on the practices of 
African American pastors who increase congregational vibrancy and organizational capacity. Her hope is 
to add to the knowledge base of effective and blended models of pastoral leadership.

Founded in 1897, Piedmont College is a comprehensive liberal arts institution and also offers a variety 
of career-oriented majors, including education, business and nursing. Total enrollment is approximately 
2,800 students on campuses in Demorest and Athens, Georgia. 

The Demorest campus is a traditional residential campus located in rural Habersham County, and 
the Athens campus is designed for commuting students and is located near downtown Athens. Both 
campuses offer a variety of undergraduate and graduate programs, including education specialist 
programs and an education doctoral program.

Under his leadership, the college has flourished. He has guided the academic program development of 
the college for the past fifteen years during which time new majors were added in almost every discipline 
from undergraduate through doctoral levels. A dedicated teacher, he holds the rank of Professor of 
Music and maintains an active studio of young organists. 



With a performance career spanning more than forty years. Dr. Mellichamp has made prominent 
appearances as an organist throughout the United States, Canada, Europe, and Asia. His concerts 
include solo recitals at such notable venues as the Washington Cathedral, Berlin Cathedral, and the 
Cathedral of Notre Dame in Paris. 



After study at Huntingdon College in Montgomery Alabama, Dr. Mellichamp was an international organ 
scholarship recipient for two years at the Hochschule fuer Musik, Herford, Germany He holds a Doctor 
of Music degree from the prestigious Jacobs School of Music at Indiana University. 
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Ashley Cleere was called to Piedmont College in 1999, where she is 
Chaplain, Director of Church Relations, and a member of the humanities 
faculty. Her responsibilities also include oversight of the Compass Program, 
an experiential learning requirement launched in 2013 to foster students' 
engagement with the wider community while heightening awareness of their 
expectations and objectives. She holds degrees from Hamilton College 
(A.B.), Union Theological Seminary (M. Div.), and Columbia Theological 
Seminary (D. Min.). Ordained in 1991 , Rev. Cleere previously served local 
churches in Hartford, Connecticut, Oregon City Oregon, and Pittsburgh, 
Pennsylvania. A past president of the National Association of College and 
University Chaplains, she has volunteered for and been employed by various 
social change organizations, among them: National Mobilization for Survival; 
Links: Global Health Report; Center City Churches, Inc. (Hartford); and
